County Farm Bureau to be held on 
Thursday. Jan. 5, in the Court House 
will be of interest to every farmer 
in Adams county. The program for 
this year, although not entirely com- 
plete, proves to be very interesting 
in every respect. 


The business session, which will be 


held in the forenoon, will continue 
and will consist of a discussion by 
the farmers of various problems of 
vital importance. 


At noon there 
will be a joint 


luncheon with the Gettysburg Cham- 
ber of Commerce at the Hoffman Ho- 
tel. - Hon. Fred Rasmussen has quite 
a 
xx'ide experience in agricultural 


matters and will have something to 
say that will be of interest to all and 
worthwhile hearing. This will be Mr. 
Rasmussen's first visit to Adams 
county to meet with the farmers. 
This will be a good opportunity to 
meet with a man xvho is acquainted 
with agriculture on a wide scale. It 
will be necessary to make reserva- 
tions for this luncheon in order that 
arrangements may be made to ac- 
commodate all who wish to attend. 
Reservations may be made by call- 
ing the Farm Bureau Office.

the Secretary of Agriculture, the pro- 
gram will be continued in the Court 
House at which time Dr. H. H. Hav- 
ner of State College will talk on 
Beef Cattle Feeding. Dr. Havner is 
probablv the best authority on Live- 
stock in the State. Mr. H. D. Mon- 
roe of the Poultry t.xtenslon De- 
partment. of State College, will talk 
on Poultry, how to manage and feed 
the flock for the highest production 
at the lowest possible cost.

Ttuukd Tuimpik* at Bitting**'*. 
An interesting engineering project 


is being carried on by the Bethlehem 
Mine Corporations at their limestone 
quarries at Bittingers. Thirty men 
working in day and night shifts un- 
der the general supervision of C. R. 
Orndorff, are engaged in borimg a 
tunnel through solid rock beneath 
the State Highway, formerly the Car- 
lisle pike, from the quarries on the 
west side of the road to the company 
holdings on the other, side, where an- 
other quarry will be operated. Crush- 
ing will be done on the lower "side. 
When completed the tunnel will be 
z& feet high and 18 feet wide and will 
be 140 feet in length. It runs at a 
depth of 38 feet below the surface of 
the road to the top of the excavation. 
The work was started Nov. 15 and at 
the present rate of progress it is ex- 
pected to have the underground pas- 
sage ready for the business of trans- 
porting stone' from one side to the 
other by Feb. ist. A track will be 
laid for running" cars as in other 
parts of the mines. As the tunnel 
runs through sj>lid rock it is mainly 
a question of drilling and blasting. 
Two rounds are made every 24 hours. 
Each round consists of 45 holes 
drilled to a depth of 4 feet to each 
blasting. Four holes are first blown 
out in the center, and then the re- 
mainder set off. The top heading or 
preliminary tunneling with a radius 
of nine feet has been carried through 
for a distance of 116 feet at the pres- 
ent time from the starting point on 
the lower side. The bottom will be 
taken up afterwards. 


1921 
Apple Crop in Pennsylvania. 


This was a lean fruit year in the 


Keystone State. The freezes on the 
nights of April 28 and 29 and May 10 
did severe damage and as a result the 
total crop of apples only approximat- 
ed 12 per cent or less than one- 
eighth of a normal crop. 


The total crop, revised to the cen- 


sus basis, according to information 
gathered and compiled by the Bureau 
of Statistics. Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was estimated 
at 1,766.000 bushels compared with 
16, 453j6oo bushels last year and 5.512.- 
Soo bushels in 1910. While the crop 
this year is less than one-eighth of 
last years production, yet the value 
of the crop this x-ear is nearly one-

DEBS PARDONED. 


Eugene V. Debs, the socialist leader 


was pardoned by President Harding 
from the U. S. prison at Atlanta. Ga.. j 
on 
Christmas. He 
was 
sentenced i 


April 12, 1919. was eligible for parole | 
Aug. ii. i£»2, and his term with al- j 
lowances for good conduct would: 
have expired Dec. 26, 1925. 


President Harding issued the fol- 


lowing statement, excusing his act 
of pardon: "There is no question of 
his guilt and that he actively and pur- 
posely obstructed the draft. In fact, 
he admitted it at the time of his trial, 
but sought to justify his action. He 
was by no means, however, as rabid 
and outspoken in his expressions as 
many others, and but for his promi- 
nence and the resulting far-reaching 
effect of his words, very probably 
might not have received the sentence 
he did. He is an olq_man, not strong 
physically. He is a man of much per- 
sonal charm and impressive person- 
ality, which qualifications make him 
a dangerous man calculated to mis- 
lead the unthinking and affording ex«- 
cuse for those with criminal intent." 


Woodrow Wilson made the follow- 


ing statement before the expiration 
of his term about the Debs case: 


•*I will never consent to the pardon 


of this man. I know that in certain 
quarters of the country there is a 
popular demand for the pardon of 
Debs, but it shall never be accom- 
plished with my consent. Were I to 
consent to it. I should never be able 
to look into the faces of the mothers 
of this country who sent their boys 
to the other side. While the flower 
of American youth was pouring out 
its blood to vindicate the cause of 
civilization, this man Debs stood be- 
hind the lines sniping, attacking and 
denouncing them.^ Before the war 
he had a perfect right to exercise his 
own opinion, but once the Congress 
of the United States declared war. 
silence on his part would have been 
the proper course to pursue. I know 
there will be a great deal of denuncia- 
tion or me for refusing this pardon. 
This man was a traitor to his coun- 
try and he will never be pardoned 
during my administration."

Relic of Glacial Age. 


Devil's Pulpit, located about two 


miles east of Batavta, 3ST. Y_ Is a relic 
of the glacial age. It is a huge mass 
of rock shaped like an hour glass, 
and is one of the most peculiar and 
striking natural formations in the 
whole state- The base is fully 30 feet 
across. It slopes upward to a nar- 
row rock, corresponding to the neck 
through which the sands of an hour 
glass sift, and then broadens out to 
form what looks like the upper cham- 
ber of the glass. It is composed of 
limestone and stands 20 feet in height. 
The nearest bedrock like it Is five 
miles away to the north, and ge- 
ologists believe this means that the 
rock was torn loose from Its original 
mother vein and dragged those five 
miles by the blr glacier that swept 
down from the polai regions ages 
ago. Natural erosion did ihe carving; 
that gives it the hour-glass contour. 


New Timekeeper Clock. 


Boiling eggs, developing photographs, 


or any other operation that requires 
short but accurate account of time, 
may be allowed to proceed without at- 
tention through the use of a novel 
clock, described In Popular Mechanics. 
The four-inch dial is at the top, and 
In the lower part of the case Is a 
vertical scale, reading up to 90 min- 
utes in one-minute divisions, and car- 
rying a small slide that is set by hand. 
At the end of the period set, a four- 
Incb gong on the back rings until it 
Is shut off. Though a valuable addi- 
tion to the home kitchen, the new time- 
keeping clock Is Intended especially as

FESTIVITIES OF OLD TIMES 


Lord of Misrule Was Important Func- 


tionary at Yuietide Celebration* 


of th"e Long Ago. 


Lord of Misrule was an Impor- 


taut functionary at the Christmas 
festivities 
of 
those long-ago 


times. An account of this important 
personage has been preserved by the 
historian and antiquary, John Stow, 
who lived during the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth and during the first year of 
the reign of King Charles L and was, 
therefore, a contemporary of Shake- 
speare. 


"In the feast of Christmas." writes 


Stow, "there was in the king's house, 
wherever he lodged, a Lord of Misrule 
or Master of Merry Deports, and the 
like had ye In the house of every no- 
bleman of honor or good worship, 
were he spiritual or temporal. 
The 


mayor of London, and either of the 
sheriffs, had their several Lords of 
Misrule." 


At Cambridge university the Lord of 


Misrule was a master of art. elected 
to superintend 
the representation 


of Latin plays "OT the students, besides 
taking charge of 'their games and di- 
versions during the Christmas season. 
A similar Master of Revels was chosen 
at Oxford. 


In the Inas of Courts in London, 


where the barristers had their offices 
and belongings, a Lord of Misrule 
reigned with great splendor, '"being 
surrounded with all the parade and 
ceremony of royalty, his guard of hon- 
or, and even his two chaplins who 
preached before him in the Temple 
church."' 


On the Twelfth day he abdicated his 


sovereignty, and we are informed that 
in the year 163-3. tins mock-representa- 
tive of royalty expended In the exer- 
cise of his office about two thousand 
pounds from his own purse, and at 
the conclusion of his reign 
was 


knighted by King Charles I at White- 
hall.
